Deaths. 

There  were  161  deaths  from  all  causes,  89  in  males  and  72  in  females. 

The  crude  death-rate  was  9.4.  It  would  hardly  be  fair  to  compare  the  district  rate  with  the  national  death- 
rate  of  10.8,  as  Kiveton  Park  Rural  District  has  a  higher  proportion  of  young  people  than  the  national  average. 
The  death-rate  was  the  second  lowest  recorded  in  the  past  ten  years. 

Infantile  Mortality. 

There  were  8  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age,  giving  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  34  per 
thousand  live  births.  This  was  the  same  as  the  national  rate.  Of  these  deaths,  2  were  due  to  congenital 
defects,  2  to  prematurity,  1  to  cerebral  haemorrhage,  1  to  broncho-pneumonia,  1  to  gastro-enteritis  and  1  to 
sepsis. 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  was  considerably  below  the  average  rate  of  the  past  ten  years. 

Maternal  Mortality. 

There  were  no  deaths  of  women  in  childbirth  in  Kiveton  Park  Rural  District  in  1948.

Comments  upon  the  Infectious  Disease  Tables. 


It  is  a  remarkable  fact  that  for  two  complete  years  no  cases  of  diphtheria  have  developed  in  Kiveton 
Park  Rural  District. 

Nothing  could  have  proved  the  effectiveness  of  the  immunisation  campaign  more  conclusively  than  this. 

There  was  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  but  the  disease 
remained  at  a  low  level. 

9  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  nursed  at  home,  and  with  the  present  mild  type  of  infection,  this  number 
could  readily  be  increased. 

When  a  separate  bedroom  is  available,  and  when  the  mother  can  be  depended  upon  to  give  sufficient 
nursing  attention,  there  is  no  reason  why  a  mild  case  of  scarlet  fever  should  be  sent  to  hospital. 

413  cases  of  measles  and  144  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  notified.  It  is  difficult  to  see  what  useful 
purpose  was  served  in  requiring  general  practitioners  to  write  out  and  post  over  500  notification  certificates  for 
these  diseases,  when  no  action  could  possibly  be  taken  by  the  Health  Department. 


Diphtheria  Immunisation. 


During  1948,  155  children  were  immunised  against  diphtheria  for  the  first  time.  119  of  these  were 
children  under  school  age  and  36  were  school  children.  In  addition  406  children  who  had  been  immun'sed 
five  years  previously,  received  refresher  doses.

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SUMMARY 


The  people  in  Kiveton  Park  Rural  District  have  received  many  benefits  from  the  introduction  of  the 
National  Health  Service  Act.  In  the  mid  nineteen-thirties  more  than  half  the  wage-earners  in  the  area  had 
incomes  round  about  £2  or  £3  a  week  and  simply  could  not  afford  doctors’  bills,  spectacles,  surgical  appliances 
or  dental  treatment.  Provision  was  made  for  special  groups  in  the  population  under  the  National  Insurance 
Scheme  or  by  the  Public  Health  and  Welfare  Departments.  Outside  these  schemes  there  were  many  people 
who  could  only  obtain  the  necessary  attention  by  doing  without  essential  food  and  clothing. 

The  same  difficulties  did  not  exist  after  the  War,  when  wages  had  risen  considerably,  and  full-time 
employment  was  at  a  very  high  level.  Nevertheless,  there  is  a  very  great  appreciation  of  the  fact  that  medical, 
dental  and  other  services  are  dependant  upon  need  and  not  upon  family  economics. 

One  of  the  indirect  consequences  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  has  been  the  diversion  of  the 
attention  of  the  public  from  the  preventive  aspect  of  disease.  The  slogan  “Prevention  is  better  than  cure ” 
seems  to  have  lost  some  of  its  appeal  in  this  age  of  penicillin,  sulphanilamides,  free  medical  and  dental  treatment. 
More  insistence  is  required  upon  the  obvious  fact  that  a  great  deal  of  illness  could  be  avoided  by  better  housing 
and  sanitation,  better  meals,  greater  cleanliness,  longer  hours  of  sleep,  more  temperate  habits,  better  clothing 
and  footwear  and  healthier  working  conditions.  This  list  is  not  complete.  Other  items  of  equal  importance 
could  be  added. 

In  the  Public  Health  Service  there  are  Health  Visitors  to  advise  upon  domestic  hygiene  and  the 
prevention  of  illness,  Home  Nurses  to  attend  to  the  sick,  Home  Helps  to  do  domestic  work,  Tuberculosis 
Nurses  to  assist  patients  suffering  from  this  disease,  Mental  Health  Social  Workers  to  help  those  who  are 
mentally  incapacitated,  Midwives  to  attend  mothers  at  their  confinements,  Sanitary  Inspectors  to  raise  hygienic 
standards  in  homes  and  workplaces  and  Medical  Officers  to  co-ordinate  all  these  services  with  the  family  doctors 
and  hospitals. 

The  welfare  work  carried  on  by  these  people  is  often  discouraging.  It  is  sometimes  poor  in  results  in 

proportion  to  the  energy  and  enthusiasm  spent  upon  it,  but  it  is  an  essential  service  which  requires  the  fullest 

support  from  the  Local  Authorities  and  the  general  public.
